OTTAWA REPORTS 


Canada’s oversea soldiers have . 
. swamped the/ Department of Agri- 


culture's plant protection branch — 
with soavenir’parcels containing @ 
million flowering bulbs from west- 
ern Europe. The branch stafi had 
to inspect them all for ingetts and 
plant diseases. Greatest congestion 
at any Canadian centre is in Ott- 
awa where more than 11,000 souv- 
enir parcels arrived ‘n one week. 
However army reinforcements were 
called in to help open and wrap 
the packages and the situation is 
now well in hand. 
* * * 

A mould of the penicillin family 
Las been put to work to make a 
Canadian blue cheese with a dis- 
tinctive flavcr of its own which is 
said to rival any of its foreign-made 
predecessors. 

Four years of experiments at the 
Ontario Agriculture College at 
Guelph have produced this cheese 
similar to the imported Rocquefort. 
The first task was to produce from 
cow's milk a type of cheese as 
close as possible to the sheep’s 
milk French product, and secondly 
to simulate the humidity and tem- 
perature of the Rocquefort caves. 

An ordinary loaf of white bread 
is the seed bed for veloping the 
taste-making mould. When the 
plant has grown, it and the bread 
are ground irto a fine powder 
which is sprinkled into the cheese 
curds. When the seven-inch cheeses 
are formed, each one is punched 
with 40 holes, These are filled with 
the mould and the green lant 
sends its tentacles through the rest 
of the cheese. 

As well as providing connoisseurs 
with a superior product, this new 
use for surplus milk will put many 
thousands of dollars into the hands

Save Late Garden 
Crop From Frost 


Busy days these—days for fiw 
ing the last relishes to brighten 
winter méals, days for storing a- 
way the remaining garden produce 
before the frost arrives. 

To gave the last green tomatoes 
from frost, the home. economists 
of the Dominion. Department of 
Agriculture suggest pulling the 
plants up by the roots, discarding 
any imperfect tomatoes and hang- 
ing them root-end up in the cellar 
or back shed. If a temperature a- 
round 50°F can be maintained, the 
tomatoes will ripen gradually and 


provide a supply for several weeks. 3 


For a change from raw sliced 


cucumbers try them cut in thick . 


fingers dipped in seasoned flour 
and then sauteed in a little hot 
fat until crisp and brown, Cut half- 
inch slices of green tomato and 
saute them this way also. 

Along with two excellent relish 
recipes, the Consumer Section 
fives a recipe for Cucumbers du 
Gratin that is really worth trying. 


Raw Carrot Relish 


3 cups chopped carrots,(8 large) 
2 cups chopped sweet: red

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The back-breaking work’ in the 
sugar beet industry together with 
the shortage of labor has” hercto- 
fore kept down the beet acreage 
of eastern Canadian fatms, but the 
situation ig now likely to change. 
Difficult conditions have spurred 
efforts to mechanize the industry 
and a combine has already been 
imported by the Canada and Dom- 
inion Sugar Company to Kent 
County, Ontario. The combine 


digs the beets, tops them and loads . 


them into trucks following the 
combine in the field in much the 
game manner as a @rn combine. 

For some time labor = saving 
machinety has been used success: 
fully in western Canada where the 
farms are large and rolling, but 
the smallness of the sugar beet 
fields of Canada necessitated a 
+ aay adaptation of the combine. 

ow it has arrived and predictions 
are that the entire industry will 
be mechanized within a few years.

Research workers of the Animal 
Nutrition Department of the Ont- 
ario Agriculture College have been 
responsible for saving the poultry 
industry from staggering — losses, 
To them also goes much of _ the 
credit for the wartime upswing 
in the production of poultry and 
eggs. 

In 7930 the industry faced disast- 
er as a result of pullorum disease.

“That Firet Centre for Junior ~~ 
Farmer Education Will Open ~ 
é Soon tn Cayuga ~~ 

The first rural youth communi 
ty centre in Ontario is soon to be 
eet up on the site of the former 
air training centre at Cayuga. 
Under the supplementary agricul- 
tural, education plan made pubiic 
in June it is proposed to set up in 
each county a centre for junior 
farmer education, for both boys 
and giris. 

A three-months' residential 
course will be the core of the pro- 
gram. This will be held during 
the winter months—the” slack 
farm season, 

The 22 acres of land and the 
buildings of the air centre make 
it eminently suitable for its new 
bervice. The large hangar will be 
divided into classrooms, equipped 
with all facilities necesary for 
practical agricultural education 
The former barracks will be re- 
modelled as quarters for the stud- 
ents and there is a complete kitch- 
en and dining ball. Another build- 
ing will house farm m<g-hinery 
and will be used for the farm me 
chanics course.
